‘The old 
and faithful chief, Moshesh, was gratified by an au- 
dience. At Mulders Viey the farmers immediately 
formed a mounted volunteer corps, to be called Prince 
Alfred’s Iu-sars. Triumphal arches were everywhere 
erected, balls given, and enthusiastically loyal addresses 
resented. ‘The Prince appears to have done his part 
well. Wecannot say that in the dancing department 
he has dune anything vet to equal the eminent perfor 
mances ot his elder brother in Canada, but it is satise 
factory to read that at the Oatlands fete his Royal 
Highness “ opened the ball with Lady Currie, danced 
until supper tine, aud was highly entertained.” He 
distinguished himself at a buck hunt; gave his riding- 
whip to be shot for by te farmers at the Kareiga ; 
and went to see thee Kaffirs go through their rough 
dances, just as the Prince of Wales looked on at the 
same doings of the descendants of the “ Red men” of 
North America. Thereplies to the numerous addresses 
presented were characterised by atone ot frankness, 
sincerity, and modesty highly to be commended. 
Not merely, however, for their gratifying evidences 
of loyalty and devotion to the Throne, and of affec- 
tionate regard for the old country, are these Roy a! 
visits to be dweit on with satisfaction. They are 
identified with great works of progress and civilisation, 
long destined to remain useful monuments of enterprise 
apd skill. At the very time that the Prince of Wales 
was inaugurating the gigantic bridge which makes the 
wide space of the St. Lawrence an object no longer to 
inconvenience or delay the course of the traveller, 
Prince Alfred -was, in all probability, engaged 
in a distant part of the world in connecting his 
name With other works of public utility. The foun- 
dation stone of a breakwater and new harbour 
works for Table Bay was to be laid on the return of 
the Prince from Natal, a new Sailors’ Home was to be 
founded, and a new public library inaugurated. Is must 
be as gratifying to her Majesty as it is assuredly satis - 
factory to the country to find these yourg Princes, at 
some of the remotest parts of her dominions, taking 
part in such events, and identifying themselves with 
measures of progress and benevolence. Nor should 
we lose sight of another fact in connection with Prince 
Alfred’s visit tothe Cape. On landing, his Royal High- 
ness reviewed the trovups,and paid especial attention to 
the Volunteer Corps which there, as in other colonies, 
have been organised to take their share in the means of 
the defence of the empire from aggression. When the 
Indian mutiny necessitated the employment of every 
regular soldier that could be’spared ia the East; it was 
made matter of complaint that the Cape did not come 
forward with the same alacrity as other piaces to supply 
the deficiency, and that Sir George Grey was more chary 
of his reinforcements to the army then contending 
against fearful odds in India, than the Governors of the 
Mauritius and Ceylon. Be this as it may, there was no 
want of alacrity on the pert of the Cape colonists. 
Their horses were readily contributed, and offers were 
promptly made to fill up the place of every regular 
soldier that might be sent on, by the inhabitants them- 
selves, armed, disciplined, and organised in volunteer 
The same ready patriotism was shown that it 
was our duty to hold up to publit.gratitude the other 
day at Meibourne, where the whole of the regular 
troops were sent off to New Zealand, and their duties 
undertaken by the inhabitants. Such events as these 
such loyal evidences as are shown by the reception of 
the Quecn’s sons in parts of the empire which not many 
years ago were but sources of trouble and expense to 
the mother country, may be hailed by us with unal- 
loyed pleasure and satisiaction. We may congratulats 
ourselves upon them as indications of what a just and 
benevolent rule may accomplish. In one of the addresses 
presented to Prince Altred at the Cape we find the fol- 
lowing passage :— 

“The present condition of mankind shows that ther 
is not a colony—not a race of men where the ensign o. 
Eagland has been planted—that do not bless that em 
blem of a Government, the animating principle of which 
springs from an effort to imitate Divine Providence in 
His universal bounty to his creatures. For to the slave 
such an ensign proclaims liberty, while to the exik 
wandering trom oppression and wrong it furnishes an 
asylum and the sympachies ot a home. It indicates to 
commerce that the harbours of Great Britain are open 
to the traffic of ali nations; and to the living principle 
of Christianity on which, after all, the real greatness of 
England rises, it indicates an aim at the éevangelisation 
ol the world.” 

The Royal Prince to whom this language is addressed, 
and the country to which it relates, may well accept it 
with gratification. It does not consist of those phrases 
of worthiess flaitery which Royal progresses sometimes 
elicit, We way take it as a sincere expression of feel- 
ing, and we wey feel grateful and pleased because our 
consciences tell us thaí it is not undeserved.— (lobe.

THE STEPNEY MURDER—THAMES POLICE 
COURT. 
On Wednesday afternoon, Mullens, the man charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Emsiey, of Grove road, Step- 
ney, was again placed before Mr. Selfe, at this court, 
Emms, who is charged with Mullens, surrendered on 
his bail. A large number of persons assembled in the 
street, in order to catch a glimpse of Mullens, but the 
van in which he was brought from the House of Deten- 
tion was driven into the court yard, and the gates were 
unmediately closed behind him. 

Mr. Wontner conducted the prosecution, Mr. Young 
appeared for Emma, and Mr. Wood for Mullens, who 
appeared to be very careworn and dejected. 

Mr. Wontner said that since the last sitting there had 
been inquiries as to Emms’ participation in this affair, 
and the conclusion that had been come to was, that the 
charges against him were unfounded. He should not, 
thereiore, offer any further evidence against him. 

Mr. Selfe concurred with Mr. Wontner in the opinion 
that there was no case against Emms, and ordered him to 
be discharged. 

Mr. Young requested him to remain in court. 

Mr. Wontner said that, as the case had created much 
excitement, the court would probably permit him briefly 
to state the circumstances as they bore upon the charges 
against the prisoner. He then proceeded to state that 
Mrs. Emsley was a person of very penurious habits, 
and that she always looked through the window 
or up the area whenever any one knocked at the door.

GENERAL VALUATION OF IRELAND. 

Dublin, 13th September, 1860, 

Sin —It is directed in the 4th section of the act 17 
Vic. cap. 8, that on the 15th day of November in each 
year, every collector of poor rates within each Poor 
Law Union, within which the valuation of the rateable 
hereditaments and tenements has been completed and 
in operation, shall make out and deliver to the clerk of 
such union a list of all the tenements and rateable 
hereditaments situate within every townland in the 
said union, and within his district, the valuation of 
which shall require revision, and of property, the annual 
value of which is liable to frequent alteration ; and it 
any such collector shall fail or neglect to make out 
such list, according to the best of his ability, and deli- 
ver the same to the clerk of the union as aforesaid, 
within the period aforesaid, he shall, for every such 
neglect or default, be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
five pounds. i 

It is also directed that any ratepayer within any 
Poor Law Union may, within the same period, make 
out and deliver to the clerk of the union a het of any 
tenements, the valuation of which shall, in thé opinion 
ofsuch ratepayer, require revision ; and that the clerk 
ot each Poor Law Union shall, tor ten days after re- 
ceiving any lists, leave the same open for public inspec- 
tion at the workhouse of such union, and permit 
extracts to be made therefrom ; and shall. on or belore 
the 27th day of November in each year, make out a full 
and complete list of all tenements and property men- 
tioned in such lists, delivered to him as aforesaid, and 
transmit the list so made out by him to the Commis- 
sioner of Valuation. 

In drawing your attention to the provision that has 
been made in the foregoing enactment to ensure complete 
lists of terrements being furnished to this office for re- 
vision, the Commissioner of Valuation has desired me to 
observe that, heretofore, the lists received from the 
different unions have been very imperfect, many of them 
not representing a fractional part of the revisious which 
were subsequently ascertained to have been nucessary ; 

din some instances the clerks of unions and rate 

‘tors have aliogether neglected to counply with the 
act, and in consequence much time has been lost, and 
considerable expense incurred by this department, io 
endeavouring to ascertain all the cases uiring cor- 
rection, so that the revisions, when completed, might 
prove satisfactory to the Board of Guardians and rate- 
payers generally. 

By a recent Act of Parliament (23 Vic, cap. 4) one- 
hal! of the cost of making the annual revisions of the 
valuation is to be paid out of the consolidated fund; and, 
therefore, the comatssioner will oot, in future, tel him 
self just Med io incurmag any increased expenditure that 
might arise, either from the default of the rate collec. 
tors to carry out the duties imposed upon them by the 
act first referred to, or from the neglect of the ratepay- 
era to avail themselves of ihe power given them of ludg- 
ing liste with the union clerks, 

Under these circumstances, the commissioner thinks 
it right to give early not ieee to the clerks of the several 
unions, and through them to the several poor rate vol 
lectors and ratepayers, that as a general rule he will in 
future confine the annual revisions of the valuation to 
the cases spevified in the above-mentioned lists ; and he 
trusts that those parties whose duty it is to ascertain 
and farnish such liste will be careful to make them as 
perfect as possible ; and thas not only secure accuracy 
of revision, but avoid che pnalties to which they reader 
themselves liable, for every case of neglect or default. —

An inmate 
named John Kelly, informed him that it was Michael 
Carrol, who set the bed on fire, and when he was asked 
why he did such an act, he expressed his dissatisfaction 
that it was discovered so soon, and swore vehemently 
that he would consume the place. He also threatened 
to stick Kelly with a knife, when he remonstrated with 
him for such an act as to endanger the lives of so many 
inmates. The wardmaster was obliged to keep this 
man in his own room fur the remainder of the night. 

The Chairman directed the master to summon Car- 
roll before the board, to give an explanation of his 
conduct, and in the presence of the sagriculturist 
Carroll was immediately introduced, He was a man 
of about twenty-five years of age, low, stout-built, 
and of a moat determined and truculent aspect 
In fact, he had the look of a hardened and irre- 
claimable criminal. The chairmin interrogated him 
as to why he had committed the offence charged against 
him, when he became most violent, abused the agricul- 
turist, and in the most treacherous manner flang a large 
stone at him which be had concealed in his sleeve, and 
which struck the agriculturist in the breast, but for- 
tunately did not do him serious injury. 

The Chairman ordered a policeman to be called in, and 
the man to be given in custody, to be brought before the 
magistrates as soon as possible; and the board came 
to the determination that he should not be admitted to 
the workhouse again. 

Mr. Rogers observed that the duties imposed upon the 
members of the admission board were often of a mos’ 
objectionable character, for they were often required to 
:dmit persons who they knew were not deserving of re- 
lief, and yet, if they were refused admission, the guar- 
dians were liable te be insulted or assaulied by them 
alter wards, 

The matron reported the case of two girls, named 
Sarah Burton and Anne Kennedy, for using abusive and 
insulting language twowerds the officers, and for repeate:! 
ucts of grows iasubordination. One of these giris had 
been refused admission into a reformatory some time 
since. 

Mr. Rogers, Captain Wall, and other guardians com- 
mented severely upon the insabordination manilested by 
these parties, and declared that they were not fit persons 
to be inmates of the . 

The Chairman conctfred in the remarks made about 
these par.ies, and said if was his opinion that they should 
be sent before the magistrates, and not admitied again 
into the house. 

A resolution to that effeet was passed. 

The board then went into the cousideration of tenders, 
and shortly afterwards adjourned.

Thomas Scott giving out a very beautiful 
hymn, at the conclusion of which the preacher engaged 
in prayer, Mr. Scott next read a Scripture lesson 
from the both Psalm, in which the l’salmist laments 
over the frailty and brevity of human life, and 
beseeches a knowledge of, and a sensible experience of, 
God's good providence. A second hyma—one of Dr. 
Watt’s—was sung, expressive of the pure delights ot 
heaven, and also encouraging mortals to courageously 
struggle through life’s “vale of tears” and gloomy 
waters into the bright, heavenly land; and on its con- 
clusion the preacher read his text trom the 17th verse 
of the 6th chapter of the Book of the Apocalypse— 
For the great day of His wrath is come, and who shall 
be able to stand! The subject of his discourse was 
thus, “ The Judgment Day ; or, the Trial Scene at the 
Rad of Time.” Mr. Smyth commenced by observing 
that the language of the text had a deep application to 
every created being in both the earth and the heavens, 
They had a deep meaning to every son and daughter of 
Adam who were hasteniag on down the stream of 
time to the great ocean of „14 r's had 
had impressed upon his mind b general observa- 
tions of the conduct of — oan, that they looked 
upon time as the all-important thing, and eternity as far 
less so. ‘They seemed to regard time as the substance, 
and eternity as the shadow ; whereas they were quite 
the opposite. They seemed to consider time as the vast

were destroyed by stones which desceaded upon them 
like rain. The earth had seen many days of th 
Lord's wrath, Even in this favoured land, the 
people had seen such days when a iure 
had taken place in the crops, or when cholera 
visited it. But none of those days of wrath, mo nor ali 
of them combine , would equal the great day spoken .

(Before Juwige Lynch.) 

lu re Hugh M'‘ilenry.
